These  services  were  organised  by  the  County  Health  Department  to  cover 
the  various  parishes  in  the  District. 


Antenatal  Classes.  Relaxation  classes  and  health  education  discussions 
were  held  at  Evesham  Clinic  weekly  on  Thursday  afternoons  throughout  the  year. 

(c)  School  Health  Services. 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school  health 
service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  medical  inspections  of  school 
children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics  e.g.,  orthopaedic,  dental, 
audiometric,  speech  therapy,  child  guidance  clinics,  etc.,  were  available  for 
the  reference  of  children  where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was 
required. 
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As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  was  given  to  handicapped 
children  in  helping  them  to  overcome  their  difficulties  and  providing  them 
with  education  suited  to  their  needs. 


The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical  analysis  of 
water,  milk,  etc.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  water,  milk  and  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  prevention 
of  spread  of  infectious  disease.
